This article reflected that on March 24, 1963, 
“Malcolm X, the number two man in the Black Muslims debated 
Jonn C. Harvard, a Negro leader from Elizabeth, New Jersey, 
who spoke in favor of integration wiile Maleclm spoke for 
separation. The debete was held in the Locust Street School 
under the sponsorship of the local National Associaticn For 
The Acvancerent Of Colored People (NAACP), and there were 
- approximately 509 persons in attendance, 


The article stated that in his speech Malcolm X urged 
the NAACP to elect a “black man” president, and indicated that 
if wnite NAACP officials were replaced the NAACP would probably 
have five million members by the end of the year, He also 
Stated that "black men have been victims of more violence in 
Anerica than the Jews were in Hitler's Germany. Black men Catcn 
mcre hell in thig country than in South Africa" He was further 
quoted as saying that "its impossible for us to use passive 
non-violent methods", however, he did not octline a plan of 
ection. 


Tne article also reflected that the Reverend Theodore 
R. Kelsey, had resigned as local NAACP Chapter president the 
previous Friday because of the schedulec debate, indicating that 
he objected to the pregram, but did not elaborate on his 
objections.

It should also be noted that this show was apparently 


taped as at the end of the show MALCOLM X made the statement 
that he is in Chicago for a perioda three weeks conducting a 


series of special lectures at Muhammad's i 6335 
South Greenwood. (Information obtained from dur ing 
the week of March 11-15, 1963, was that 


turned 
to New York and was not expected back in Chicago in the near 
future). oe 

The announcer at the conclusion of the show referred 
to MALCOLM X as the second in comiand of the Muslins. 

The show was opened by HURLBUT asking MALCOLM X to 
describe the Muslim platform. MALCOLM X stated their platform 
is complete justice, freedom and equality for the twenty million 
black people in the United States. He said they wished to 


unite with their own kind and to rid themselves of the evils 
they had acquired over the years while under white dominatiorz 
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In answer to a question to MALCOLM by LEN O'CONNOR 
concerning the preaching of hatred, MALCOLM X stated he has 
: never heard ELIJAH MUHAMMAD preach hatred but he had heard 
him preach against dope, poverty and other evils faced by the 
Negroes. He said he has never heard ELIJAH MUHAMMAD teach 
hatred for anything. He said that the Muslims have businesses 
around the country patronised by whites, many here in Chicago. 


Concerning the term "Negro,"' MALCOLN X stated they 
did not recognize this term, that it is a term which was 

applied to the black man by the white slave masters during 

the Civil War. He said ELIJAH MUHAMMAD teaches that the term 
"Negro" means a "slave." MALCOLM X stated it is not an 
anthropological term but rather a term used by the slave masters 
only to point out the black man has descended from slaves. 


In answer to several questions put to him by LEN 

: O'CONNOR concerning his last name, MALCOLN X stated his name 
is MALCOLM X although he has not been to courtto officially 
change his name to this. Although O'CONNOR made several 
efforts to determine MALCOLN'’s given last name, at no time 
did MALCOLM X state his last name as derived from his father 
(LITTLE). MALCOLM X maintained that he does not recognize 
the last name by which his father was known; that it was a 
name given to his ancestors by a slave master, and not his 
real name. 


In reply to a question as to why ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
was not present at a recently held Muslim convention in 
Chicago (2-26-63 Annual Muslim Convention), MALCOLM X stated 
that it was only because of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD's illness, which 
he described as a bronchial asthmatic condition. He said 
that he had recently spoken to ELIJAH MUHAMMAD and that he was 
feeling better. MALCOLM XK described ELIJAH MUHAMMAD as the 
Messenger of Allah; that he was given a message by Master 
W. D. FARD which is to teach the truth to the twenty million 
black people in the United States. 


In response to a question as to whether or not he 
made a statement following the crash of a chartered flight 
carrying some 120 persons from Atlanta, Georgia, in France 
within the past year or so to the effect that their death was 
as the result of Allah's anger, MALCOLM X stated that the press 
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misrepresented his statement. He said the press reported 

that his statement was made at a Nation of Islam meeting. 
MALCOLM X stated he made his remark at a rally in Los Angeles 
protesting the brutal treatment and shooting of seven Muslims 
by members of the Los Angeles Police Department, He stated 
Muslims are taught never to carry weapons, He said he pointed 
out at the funeral of a Muslim killed in Los Angeles by the 
police that "God" had stepped in to show his wrath and resent- 
ment at the brutal injustice suffered by Muslims in Los 
Angeles. He said he did not think that the fact that 120 
persons from Georgia, a state known for mistreating Negroes, 
was a were coincidence but rather that "God" was showing his 
resentment at the treatment suffered by the Muslims in Los 
Angeles. 


Relative to schools being operated by the Muslims, 


MALCOLM X stated that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD does not prohibit 


Negroes from going to white schools but prefers that they 

go to their own schools so that they may know their own 
heritage. He said that following this training they have 

no objections to their people attending white schools and 
stated that as an example many graduates of the University of 
Islam are now attending other schools. He stated that one 

of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD's sons (AKBAR MUHAMMAD) had attended De Paul 
University, the University of Chicago, and is now attending 
school in Egypt. 


In response to a question as to whether he had 


heard ELIJAH MUHAMMAD advocate a separate state for Negroes, 


MALCOLM X stated it was his understanding that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has taught that if America cannot bring about equality for 
Negroes then they should allow "us" to leave; that if they 

do not want "us" to go "home" and want to keep "us" here, 

then they should be given a separate section of the country 
for themselves (the Negroes); they should be supported for 

2S years and if at the end of this time they are not self- 
sufficient, the land should be returned to America,

In response to a question as to how he, MALCOLM X, 
came to join the Muslims, MALCOLM replied that he had been 
in prison and was illiterate until he heard the teachings of 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD, He said these teachings gave him a desire 
to reform and instilled in him racial pride, and that since 
that time he has followed ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. 


During the program MALCOLN X stated he could not 
say how many Muslims are presently in the organization, 
that only MUHAMMAD knows this and can state the number. He 
said most critics say that ELIJAH MUHAMMAD devives his 
greatest support from the dissatisfied and the unemployed. 
MALCOEM indicated that MUHAMMAD receives his support at the 
mass level. He said that other Negroes at the class level 
pretend not to be for MUHAMMAD in front of white men but that 
actually they support his progran. 


Concerning the NAACP and Urban League, MALCOLM 
stated that they have dons x good job within their understanding. 
He said, however, that they have not moved fast enough for the 
masses of black people and that the black people are impatient 
and want justice and equality now. He said that the NAACP 
and Urban League have been maneuvered into being critical of 
the Muslims. He also stated that the NAACP has never elected 
a black man for preakient; that the current president is and 
has been a white man. He said ELIJAH MUHAMMAD will work with 
any of these organizations striving fer freedom, justice and 


equality for the Negro if it does mot conflict with his religious | ee 


beliefs. He stated the white man has done a great injustice to 
“our people”; that they have kidnaped, raped and abused the 
Negroes and will pretend they have never committed a crime. 

He said that when ELIJAH points this out they accuse hin of 
preaching hate and advocating violence. 


Concerning himself, MALCOLM X stated he was born in 
Omaha but left that area when he was about one year old, the 
reason being it is his understanding the Ku Klux Klan burned 
down his parents’ home. He said he moved then to Lansing, 
Michigan, and that his home there was burned down and his father 
killed by the KXK. He stated he had lived in a society of 
whites all his life until he accepted the teachings of ELIJAH 
MUHAMMAD.

CARTER DAVIDSON, Host of "At Random", greets 
MALCOLM X and states, "You have just completed a rather 


extraordinary meeting of the so-called Black Muslim Sect

DAVIDSON asks, "What's the growth of the Mos que 
of Islam, as you call it?” MALCOLM replies, "The followers

MALCOLM tates, "You read too fast. What he says first 

is that the so-called Negroes here ie American should have 
complete freedom, justice and equality and if it is impossible 
for the American Governmeat to give us justice, to give 

us equality, to give us freedcm, something has to be done 

to solwe the problem, So he says since it can't be solved : 


here according to. the Government's inability to do it, then 


we should go back home to our own people. These are alternatives, 


And if the government doesn't want our people in mass to 

go back home to our own people and they can’t give us justice 
here mixed up with whites, he says then we should separate. 
If we can’t separate and go, we should separate right here; 


divide the house. Like, when you are married to a woman and

DAVIDSON asks, "But why phrases like ‘white 


devils’; isn't this preaching hatred?” MALCOLM replies, 


"No, I think the reason the white man or the average white 
person thinks that MUHAMMAD is preaching hatred is the 
guilt complex that whites have. Most whites feel or know 
that if positions were reversed and we'd have done to them 
what they had done to us, they would hate us.” DAVIDSON 
states, "I don't have a guilt complex and I think be is preaching 
hatred because I have read his writings.” MALCOLM replies, 


"No, I don't think he has ever preached anything that you 
would not say is historic fact.” DAVIDSON states, "He says 
that we are white devils; I doubt the historic facts.” 
MALCOLM states, "Well, sir , in the Koran, in the teachings 
of MUHAMMAD in Arabia 1400 years ago, he said you judge a 


man by his conscious behavior or by his intention and which 


eS 
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means that anyone who intentionally or consciously carries 
into practice the attributes or characteristics of the devil 
is a devil and I don't think that anyone in their right mind 
would condemn an oppressed people for referring to their 
oppressors as devils. Or the victim of lynchings for 
referring to the lyncher as a devil,” 

MALCOLM is asked, what is meant when MUHAMMAD said 
they should go back home, MALCOLM says that he has never 
heard MUHAMMAD spéll home out geographically. He has only 


heard him say to go back among their own kind, from which 


they were taken forcibly, not which they left voluntarily. 

MALCOLM is asked if he thinks MUHAMMAD means Africa, if so, 

to what part of Africa, MALCOLM says, they could go to any 
5 


' part. How do they know from what part they came? One of 


the reasons, MALCOLM says, for wanting to go back to Africa, 


is that we have made great contributions to America but are 


‘ 
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still rejected. The heart of the people who are rejecting 
us is almost incapable of creating the spirit of sincere 


genuine acceptance, On this basis our intelligence should 


make us want to go back among our own kind where we would be 

treated as brothers and sisters and there would be a feeling 

of love and peace and base. The brutality that Negroes 

run into daily in America; the shame and disgrace that they 

suffer continuously in America on the mass level is such that 

I think that if you went among our people and took an objective 
, Study you would be shocked to find how many have become 
disillusioned and are impatient. 

MALCOLM states that he went to Africa in 1959, 
with MUHAMMAD'’s permission. He was in East Africa and West 
Africa, He bas never been anywhere in his life or met 
any people in his life who made him feel more welcome and 
more like a brother. He didn't have to look for a sign or 
feel for an unwritten sign and he states, Mr. MUHAMMAD says 
that we should be given justice here (in America) but that 


b ; 
if we can't get aeeaer here rather than to continue to embarrass 


the white man and embarrass ourselves or disgrace ourselves, 


the best thing and most intelligent thing for us to do is 


separate and try and do something for ourselves. Like I 


said, divorce. If your are living with a man and you don't 


- get along, you get a divorce, There must be a property settile- 


ment. The judge says, you can't have all of it or he can't 


have all of it, so share it. Whenever you come to a situation 
where governments are concerned, extremely powerful, and it is 
possible for any outside earthly force to take a hand at 
judging, this is when God steps in and we who are Muslims 


who follow Mr. MUHAMMAD religiously believe we are living at 


a time now that since the power-to-be have found themselves 
incapable of giving justice, especially justice to Negroes 

or the so-called Negro here in America, we religiously believe 
that we are living for judgment day -- a time when God 

sits in the seat of judgment and that at a time when God 


will bring cthastisement, setbacks, poverty, all types of 
miseries upon those who consciously, deliberately and : oo a 
intentionally today continue to deprive millions of people 
of justice simply because of the color of their skin, 
DAVIDSON asks, “Is this a way of saying there is 
likely to be a violent uprising?” MALCOLM replies, "I have 
never heard Mr. MUHAMMAD say anything about a violent 
uprising”, DAVIDSON states, "I have just heard you refer 
to an act of God, plagues and so on and so forth.” MALCOLM 
states, "Well, when the Hebrews were in bondage in Egypt 


and Moses was trying to solve their problems and the slave 
master called Pharaoh was the jinx, genuine and sincere 
solution, God plagued the slave master in that day. There 
was no violent uprising by the slaves, God caused disasters. 
The only time a Muslim becomes involved in violence is ina 
self-defense. A Muslim is not allowed to initiate aggressive 
acts. According to our religion, we are allowed to defend 
ourselves when attacked. In America the people who attack 
Negroes don't like for any religious philosophy to be taught 
to Negroes that will encourage the Negro to defend himself. 
They like the type of philosophy spread among our people 
‘that will make us turn the other cheek or continue to suffer 
peacefully or to love our enemies despite the lynching and 
the second-class citizenship and other forms of brutality. 
We are waeineda to accept the religious philosophy that will 
make us’ love the people who perpetuate these injustices. 

If someone comes along with a religion that seems to imply 
that our people Imve the right as well as others to defend 
themselves, then quickly the propagandists go to work and 
make it look like this religious preacher is advocating 
violence when actually he is only telling the victim of 

the lyncher’s rope to defend himself, 


Christianity allows whites and encourages white 
Christians to turn the other cheek, but wherever the so0- 
called Negro is who has accepted Christianity his religious 
concept teaches him to suffer all types of brutalities and 
never be angry or never show any signs of growing impatience. 

MALCOLM was asked if he objected to the non-violent 
philosophy of MARTIN LUTHER KING, MALCOLM said he thought 
it was an injustice for a black man to teach black people to 
turn the other cheek at a time when no one is teaching white 
séepie to turn the other cheek. If turn the other cheek 
is going to be a philosophy in America, then America should 
practice it. She should turn the other cheek to Russia, tura 
the other cheek to Cuba, turn the other cheek to the people 
who are attacking her. If it is not right for America to 
turn the other cheek, then I think it is unfair to expect 
the 20 million so-called Negroes in this country to tura the — 
other cheek. 

In discussing MARTIN LUTHER KING, MALCOLM said 
that the Negro people in Montgomery, Alabama, do not have 
employment. It was said that they have gained the right to 
ride the buses, MALCOLM stated that they don't always have 
the fare to ride the bus, If KING could have united all those 
people in Montgomery to the point where they refused to ride

the bus they would walk, he could have united them into some 


economic program also that would have enabled them to 


create job opportunities for the Negro in Alabama and thea 
they wouldn't have to stand in line begging the white man for 


a job or they could have set up their own bus companies and 


would have employed Negroes as their bus drivers.

MALCOLM was asked why he used the phrase "so-called 


Negroes in the United States", MALCOM stated that MUHAMMAD 
teaches them that they are not really Negro that Negro doesn’t 
mean black like they were taught. They taught me in schoool 
that Negro means black in Spanish and the average so-called 
Negro today will if he gets indignant if you call him black 

in English, will say call me Negro. And if you ask him what 
does Negro mean, he will say it means black in Spanish. 


In other words don't call me black in English, call me black 


in Spanish, It makes him sound ridiculous, Plus, you never 


find black people who come bere from Africa accept the term 


Negro and any black person in America who is classified as 


Negro usually runs into discrimination and segregation,

But the blackest man from Africa can come here with his robes 


and his attire that identifies him with our original culture 
and all of the barriers that I as a so-called Negro run into, 
he doesn't run into, Just as the white man calls himself 


white, we call ourselves black. I have seen Italians and 


Jews who are as dark as sonmé of us but no matter how black 
they are they still call themselves white and no matter how 
“light we are we still call ourselves black, Whether it is 
brown, red or yellow, Mr. MUHAMMAD teaches us that it is of 
the black nation so we just say black and that ends it and 
it doesn’t mean actually black skin coloration if you are of 
black blood we refer to you as black, 

How does intermingling of races fit into Islam? 
MALCOLM states, first you have to take into consideration 
on the mixtures. You have to go all the way to Brazil to find 


a situation where color didn't make a difference, Our 


' people are mixed with whites here, still color makes a 
difference, The white man says, one drop of black blood 
makes you black so we accept that. Insofar as going to 

Africa, the reason many of our people who go there feel the

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condemns Mr. MUHAMMAD has made these accusations, But you 


have never gotten an official religious spokesman from the 


Moslem world who rejects Mr. MUHAMMAD, Mr. MUHAMMAD'’s youngest 
son, AKBAR MUHAMMAD, is at Alizar University in Cairo, 


Egypt, right now, Mr. MUHAMMAD's wife, Sister CLARA MUHAMMAD, 
spent four months with the Moslems in Egypt. Mr. MUHAMMAD 
himself traveled throughout the Woslen world, Turkey, Syria, 
Jorden, Lebanan, Egypt, Sudan, Arabia. He went to the 

Holy City of Mecca and Medina in 1959 with two of his sons.

people how to do something for ourselves towards solving these 
problems instead of blaming the white man and begging the 
white man. 
We will never be recognized or respected by whites 
umtil we do for ourselves what whites have done for themselves, 
MALCOLM stated that MUHAMMAD states that the problem 
in the United States stems largely from the Negro's lack of 
knowledge concerning himself; lack of race pride, lack of 
intelligeat initiative on our part. The only way it car 
really be solved is instead of trying to force ourselves upon 
whites or into white neighborhoods, we have to be taught how 


. 
to control our own neighborhhod, to clean up our own neighborhood 


and build up our own neighborhood. Instead of trying to force 
ourselves into white schools, he said we should try and 

set up our own schools and operate them ourselves just as 
whites operate them themselves and this would make whites 
have more respect for us. If white children cin go to arn 


all-white school and the absence of Negroes don't effect them 
why should black children be effected in their all-black 
schools, MUHAMMAD teaches the black child that you can go to 


a black school that is all-black with black teachers aad 

get a good education and not have any inferiority complex. 

We don’t have any juvenile delinquency problems ia our schools 
bere in Chicago. We don"t have gay drop-out problems like 
they have in the integrated schools. There is no juvenile 
gang warfare and despite the good record that he has 

shown us in our school, our school is condemned as a racist 
school or as a school which teaches black supremacy whereas

The February 16, 1963 edition of the "Rochester Times 
Union," Rochester, New York, city wide daily newspaper, carried 
an article captioned, "Twelve Muslims Released on Bail," which 
read in part that twelve of the thirteen "Black Muslims" held for 
a week in Monroe County Jail at Rochester, on charges of riot 
and assault stemming from a meeting held at their hall, January 
6, 1963, were released on the night of February 15, 1963, in five 
hundred dollars bail each. 


The thirteenth person, JEFF MOORE, of Buffalo, New 
York, remained in jail on a nolding warrant by the Buffalo, 
New York Police Department. A total of eighteen persons have 
been indicted and/or arrested in connection with the incident 
which took place on January 6, 1963. 

Funds for the release of the Muslims were provided 
by ELIJAH MUHAMMAD of Chicago, National leader of the Nation of 


Islam, according to the Muslim spokesman, MALCOLM LITTLE of New 
York City. 


Sheriff ALBERT W. SKINNER of the Monroe County Sheriff's 
Office, said in the article that after the release of the Muslims, 
who maintained they were fasting while in jail, the other prison- 
ers commented on how well the Muslims had eaten in jail. The 
Muslims had attempted, without success, to persuade other Negroes 
in jail to join their movement, according to Sheriff SKINNER.

The February 15, 1963 edition of the "Rochester Times 
Union" carried an article captioned, "Jailed Muslims Fasting 
or Dieting?" which revealed that the thirteen Muslims confined 
to the Monroe County Jail alleged that they were fasting in 
opposition to their confinement: but that an examining physician 
of the jail remarked that they ‘won't die the way they're eating 
now.’ The physician said one of the group, BENJAMIN WHITTAKER 
of Buffalo, had tuberculosis several years ago and was to be sent 
to the Monroe County Infirmary, but that he showed no present 
Signs of tuberculosis. The physician added that the group were 
then eating bread and fruit and drinking milk, but had refused 
to eat any pork, as it was against their belief. 


MALCOLM X LITTLE, the spokesman for the group, con- 
tended that twelve of the thirteen had not eaten in eight days, 
and that they "intended to keep fasting until they die." He 
said a planned rally at Harlem (New York City) in protest of the 


“jailing, would touch off sympathctic demonstrations all over the 


world, and that "Rochester will be better known than Oxford, 
Mississippi." According to a similar article dated February 15, 
1963, in the Rochester "Democrat and Chronicle," city wide daily 
newspaper, MALCOLM X LITTLE also reportedly stated that "Rochester 


may be a precedent-setting city for police hostility toward 
Muslims," 


LITTLE said if something is not done about the Muslims 
in jail at Rochester, he will ask Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY 
to investigate. He demanded an investigation of the manner and 
reasons for the arrest of the thirteen. 


The February 17, 1963 edition of the "Rochester Times 


Union" included an article captioned, "Muslim Recruiting Fails 
in Jail," which read that "Black Muslims attempts to recruit

within Monroe County Jail failed, Sheriff ALBERT SKINNER said." 
The Sheriff added that meanwhile, all thirteen of the Muslims 
held in jail on charges of riot and assaulting two patrolmen, 
January 6, 1963, were free on five hundred dollars bail each. 
They and two others, GOLDSTEIN SMALL and DONNELL OLIVER, pre- 
viously arrested in this case, were scheduled for appearance 
in Monroe County Court, February 18, 1963. 


The February 18, 1963, Rochester "Democrat and Chroniclé’ 
carried an article captioned, "Negroes Call for Unity to Protest 
Abuses.’ The article reflects that the Rochester Branch of the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP), The Congress on Racial Equality (CORE), The Monroe 
County Non-Partisan League and the Rochester Civil Rights League, 
the latter a reactivated organization for the purpose of co- 
ordinating efforts by local civil rights organizations, met in 
Rochester on the night of February 17, 1963, and called for a 
united front to defend the civil rights of Rochester Negroes. 


According to the article, varied individuals spoke be- 
fore a group of about six hundred people at the Baden 
Street Settlement in Rochester. It was called to protest abuses 
of Negroes by local authorities, including certain individuals 
allegedly mistreated by the police; and the arrrest of sixteen 
men following a clash with police at a "Black Muslims’ meeting 
held in Rochester, January 6, 1963. 


Tne session was sponsored by the NAACP and other local 
Negro groups. 


ey —The articie continued that although he was not a 
peknauied speaker, MALCOLM X, Minister of the Nation of Islam of 
New York Mosque Number 7, came to the speakers table during the 
question period, amid shouts of "speech, speech." He said that 
he understood that an order had been given to news media to keep 
news of MALCOLM X down to a minimum. He then proceeded to charge 
that police had broken into a religious meeting on January 6, 
1963; that Sheriff ALBERT SKINNER had stated falsely that the 
thirteen men recently released on bail had eaten while in the 
County Jail. He also criticized unidentified Negro factions 
"too afraid of the white man to unite." He said, "My people 
have caught hell long enough,’ and that "You do not get anything 


by being polite, the only time you get something is when you let 
the man know you are fed up." 
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According to the article, Dr. WALTER COOPER, Chairman 
of the local NAACP's community affairs committee, warned that the 
community "may well be at the crossroads in race relations." He 
stated that the local NAACP had not been successful in achieving 
social justice through traditional methods. He said ‘deeds are 
called for --- not empty platitudes." 


Speaking as a "concerned citizen," Mrs. MLLDRED JOHNSON, 
Vice President of the Negro Business and Professional Women, 
stated that Rochester has become ‘the Mississippi of New York 
State." She echoed the-cati-for unity, stating that despite 
differences "we are black folks first."
